skip with. We kvow that his dress is a copy of that worn by Faqcett, 
when Resnolds, (not Morton, as, by mistake, we stated in a former 
number,) first brought out Zhe Exile, but that is no excuse, for, if 
Mr Fawcett chose to thus outrage propriety it does not follow that 
Harley should be equally incongruous.

Tuesday callat the Queen’s Bazaar 78, Oxford Street—splendidly fitted-up and 
magnificently arranged—visit the British Diorama, the 4 Views, by Stan‘eld, 
highly interesting—Lounge in the Physiorama, 14 Views from all parts of the 
world truly unique and beautiful—Step into the Room where Burns’s Jolly 
Beggars are exhibited, composed of 8 Figures, the size of life, by the self- 
taught Scottish Artist, which for delicate conception, gracefulness of attitude, 
proportion of parts, & exquisite finish of workmanship have never been equalle¢. 

On Wednesday, I call at The Cosmorama, in Regent Street, to inspect 
the new Views—delighted with the Interior of the Cathedral of Cologne, with 
the effect of suushine and shade--the Grand Chartreuse, near Grenoble—the 
Mount St Gothara, with the Devil’s Bridge, the water. vapours, and clouds in 
motion—the Pyramids and Sphynx in Egypt—the Hospital of Mount St Ber- 
nard—and the Town of Edinburgh during the Conflagation—the whole attracts 
crewds of fashionables, 

Or Friday, 1 pop in to examine J/iss Linwood’s curious Needle-Work, in 
Leicester Square—just added other beautiful specimens of her art.
